REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT GENERAL 


It is my pleasure to greet you this morning, as we set about the business of the 
-week, and to thank you for your presence here. This Congress is representative 
of our National Society in action, and as I look into your faces, it is an inspiring 


sight. 


One year has passed and much has transpired. Uppermost in my mind is a 
feeling of gratitude to all of you who have helped so materially in the work of 
our great National Society. Our officers and chairman, National, State, and 
chapter, have given utmost cooperation, which has insured the success of our 
work. My gratitude is heartily expressed for the outstanding efficient work of 
the congressional committees, whose efforts for the smooth operation of a 
continental congress are so evident. 

Having just returned from a State conference tour, I have witnessed the flow 
of activity for our work within the various States. Sixteen States have been 
officially visited this year: Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, West Virginia, Mississippi, Oklahoma, Missouri, Georgia, Alabama, 
Louisiana, South Carolina, North Carolina, Florida, and Maryland. - Everywhere 
I found deep interest in our work, and serious dedicated leadership. These 
contacts by means of State visits provide inspiration to a president general for 
her arduous duties throughout the year. 

- Consideration has been given during this year to devising a plan for State 
conference visits on an established rotating basis, in future, to apply to all States. 
This is imperative because of increasing complications concerning hotel space 
within the States, due to heavy convention business on the part of all hotels in 
leading cities, as well as a necessary conservation of time and expense for the 
office of the president general. 

The phases of our work during the past year have been many and varied. 
Your president general had an insurance survey made by a qualified ap- 
praiser. -We found it necessary to add additional coverage for our books 


-|and manuscripts and the contents of the museum and State rooms because of 


| many additions in these places and in order to see that there was adequate 


protection. The Society engaged as auditors the nationally recognized firm of 
Price Waterhouse & Co. of Washington, D.C. This step was taken only after 
very thoughtful investigation and is one that I feel will be to the best interests 
of the National Society. Price Waterhouse & Co. have made some constructive 
suggestions for the operation of the treasurer general’s office as well as making 
customary audits. May I call your attention to the greatly simplified presenta- 
tion of our cash transactions for the year as reflected in the treasurer general’s 
report. 

The National Society decided to follow a custom used by colleges, universi- 
ties, great hospitals, branches of the armed services, and many foundations as 
well as other organizations. We have secured the services of the trust depart- 


| ment of the Union Trust Co. of the District of Columbia to recommend good in- 


vestments for the National Society with the hope of having-our principal grow 
and income increase. 

I wish to thank Miss Gertrude MacPeek for the splendid work she has done 
as editor and chairman of the DAR Magazine which has met such popular 


response from the membership; and my appreciation goes also to Mrs. Robert 


Kohr, our able chairman of advertising. We hope to accomplish some con- 


structive reorganization of the magazine office through the guidance of the 


| magazine survey.

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- Because of the continued growth in membership and expansion in many 
fields of service, with resultant office accumulations and procedures which 
have not always kept pace with the physical growth of our organization, it 
was deemed important to have a professional analysis made of the work and 
business procedure used by the DAR at national headquarters, with the hope 
of making work smoother in operation and to insure maximum efficiency for | 
our Society. After careful investigation, two men were employed. These 
men have rendered this same service to many Washington concerns. The | 
Survey was made for the benefit of long-range planning. The findings were | 
not only revealing but very constructive. Many of the suggestions have been | 
put into practice, and more will be put into use in the coming months. 

Some interesting reorganization has been put into effect in the office of the 
registrar general with the idea of increasing the flow of work and doing away 
with possible lost motion in handling lineage papers. Your registrar general | 
will tell you more of the detailed accomplishments of the past months. 

To meet our many problems arising as a result of expanding operational 
costs, it is quite likely that our Society will have to give serious consideration | 
to increasing our national dues. Since the Society’s inception the dues to | 
national have increased only 50 cents in 1948 and 50 cents in 1952 in our 66 | 
years of operation. This, compared with other groups to which we all belong, | 
is an outmoded schedule and one which is obstructing satisfactory management. 
The burdens of trying to operate with an insufficient budget are becoming in- 
ereasingly alarming, and while this is a matter not to be handled by this con- 
tinental congress, it is one which will have to be faced. 

The February 1957 count shows our membership at 184,108, with 2,805 chap- 
ters. This is a net gain of 554 members within the year. We are constantly | 
increasing in membership, even though allowance has to be made for the many | 
deaths reported during each year and other losses. This is the first time in | 
the history of the National Society that the membership has ever reached the 
figure of 184,000. These figures do not include the 1,889 members admitted at 
our board meating on April 13, 1957, together with 11 new chapters. 

The usual annual DAR awards amounting to $100 each have been given to six | 
U.S. service academies to respective winners excelling in the prescribed attain- | 
ments. The president general personally made four of the six awards. The 
National Society gives awards to the U.S. Military Academy, U.S. Naval | 
Academy, U.S. Merchant Marine Academy, U.S. Coast Guard Academy, U.S. | 
Marine Corps—platoon leaders class and the U.S. Air Force to the national com- | 
mander, Arnold Air Force Society. This later award is being made in New 
York City this week, on April 19, when our award will be presented by the com- 
manding general inasmuch as our officers are in Washington for our continental | 
congress. 

Our executive committee voted to donate $500 in the form of one night’s use | 
of Constitution Hall for the benefit performance “Salute to Hungary”, which | 
was given under the auspices of First Aid to Hungary, Inc., on December 30. | 
The executive committee felt it was a privilege to aid this worthy cause in this | 
manner. We felt a satisfaction to receive word from the chairman, Mrs. Jouett | 
Shouse, that the initial contribution from the DAR for the use of the hall set | 
off the flow of gifts to the cause, with the benefit proceeds netting nearly $200,000 | 
at that time. | 

To promote even further interest and to establish a permanent security for ! 
our DAR museum, a group of Friends of the Museum has been organized. This |. 
type group has been of invaluable service to metropolitan museums all over the | | 
country and has met with gratifying interest by members of the National la 
Society for our own lovely museum.

Plans are now underway for the exchange of flags of the United States of Amer- 
ica with the American GI Forum of the United States in Albuquerque, N. Mex., on

Okla., to Anna Patsey, a native Alaskan girl. 


Early in this administration the DAR Handbook was revised by our first 


vice president general, Mrs. Robert M. Beak. 

A special committee was formed, under the leadership of the historian gen- 
eral, Mrs. Lowell E. Burnelle, for American History Month. 

Special advisers were named to the DAR Magazine committee and to the 
registrar general’s office. 

The National Society gave a handsome silk U.S. flag to the Boy Scouts of 
America. The presentation was made by the president general in the office of 
the Secretary of Agriculture, the Honorable Ezra T. Benson, with members of 
our executive committee in attendance at the ceremony. 

As has been customary for the past few years, the men’s dinner on Monday 
evening our continental congress was held at the Mayflower Hotel, with Grahame 
T. Smallwood as chairman. 

Under the able leadership of our national chairman, national defense com- 
mittee, Mrs. Ray Laverne Erb, our chapters cooperated splendidly in the ob- 
servance of Constitution Week, in accordance with congressional resolution, 
proclaimed by the President of the United States, naming the week of September 
17-23 as Constitution Week. 

The National Society now issues membership cards for distribution by States 
to our members. 

We are continuing to urge the importance of the investment trust fund to 
our membership—not only the importance but the necessity. Our members every- 
where are proud of our magnificent national headquarters. Because we have 
these adequately beautiful buildings, occupying, as you know, a full block of 
the city of Washington, it becomes our duty to provide for care and maintenance. 
May I urge you to realize the necessity of this obligation. 

My gratitude is expressed at this time to those loyal women who have served 


as your national chairmen. During the summer, packets of letters of instruc- 


tions from national officers and national chairmen were sent to all on our official 
mailing list, including chapter regents. 

I am grateful for the constant constructive aid given by the members of 
our loyal staff at headquarters. Without the efficient and steadfast help of our 
key staff people, and those who are assisting them, the National Society would 
not be the effective force it is, for it is due to their loyalty and interest that 
we are enabled to maintain the network of our structure. I am most grate- 
ful to my able assistants, Mrs. Marguerite Schondau and Mrs. Virginia Rupp, 
for their invaluable assistance throughout the year, and especially for their 
untiring efforts in meeting the heavy burden of preparations for continental 
congress.

It is an experi- 
ence that beggars description and a constant challenge for greater service and 
greater achievement. Your president general has an abiding faith in the good 
judgment and integrity of the members of this great organization.

After the close of the 65th Continental Congress, resolutions and letters as 
jHlirected by the Congress were sent to the President of the United States, Mem- 
gers of the Cabinet, heads of the Defense, Army, and Navy Establishments,

.| The resolutions adopted by the 65th Continental Congress were prepared and 
orinted in pamphlet form for distribution.

She was a guest of the Pennsylvania Juniors at their annual bazaar and card 
party in Philadelphia on May 5. These juniors are to be commended for the spirit 
in which they do their work and the resultant success their achievements merit.

REPORT OF TREASURER GENERAL 


Your treasurer general is happy to report our finances to be in excellent condi-_ 
tion, better than for some time, although we need ever larger income as all costs, | 
including those for salaries, increase. In our current or operating fund we have 
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ist sf some $33, 000 more than when we came into ace: in spite of the fact that the 
(mffirst year of any administration is of necessity the most expensive one. Our 
injimembership has gone up, with a resultant increase in the funds received for 
‘mn fapplication papers and dues. 
niet During the first year of this administration much constructive thought was 
wytziven, particularly by the president general, to the overall financial picture of 
ifthe National Society. This covered the advisability of having expert advice on 
aguavestments with the possibility that the interest which we received on our 
securities might be increased with safety. It is vital that we have larger funds 
ri han are now available for the every day running of the Society. The auditing 
of our accounts was also given careful study as was the question of whether our 
it insurance of all kinds was adequate. 
af At the October meeting, the national board of management authorized the 
{opp rust department of the Union Trust Co. of the District of Columbia to have 
a supervision of investments and custody of investment income of the National 
Society, submitting reports periodically. Under the agreement, each of our 
ro arious funds is kept separate from the other funds in the records. The income 
nf rom the securities is remitted at convenient intervals to the treasurer general 
for the Society. The Union Trust Co. furnishes statements of the receipts and 
ber fC isbursements made in these accounts at such intervals as may be convenient, 
ch ut at least quarter annually. Recommendations for changes in investments 
‘are submitted to the executive committee. 
hig Time does not permit me to go into all the details, but I am happy to assure 
you that every provision of our bylaws is being met and every direction con- 
ained in bequests, gifts, and funds is being scrupulously observed. You have 
avery reason to feel that our finances are being handled wisely, correctly and 
with maximum security. One very welcome result will be an increased income 
' For our Society. 
The board in October also approved the selection of the nationally known 
firm of Price Waterhouse & Co. to audit our accounts. They have given every 
idetail of our financial procedures and records a thorough study and have made 
ith various valuable suggestions.

REPORT OF HISTORIAN GENERAL 


The activities of this office have been various, interesting, and most pleasant. 
The States have been most cooperative in sending reports of markings and in) 
making valuable donations to the wonderful collection which we have here. | 

American History Month was observed in all the States. The governors 
of 40 States, including Hawaii and the Canal Zone, issued proclamations, or 
similar designations, proclaiming February as American History Month. A 
bill has been introduced in Congress by the Honorable Thomas A. Jenkins, 
Congressman from Ohio, to make February an annual, historic celebration to 
highlight the study of American history. Its passing would authorize and 
request the President to designate annually the month of February as Ameri- 
ean History Month. The State of Massachusetts is the first State in the Union | 
to have such a proclamation issued annually by statute. 

Much interest was shown by all States and overseas units in the activities in 
schools, at all levels, in stressing the study of American history. Competitive 
examinations were held and outstanding students, in the study of American 
history, were recognized by the awarding of medals, prizes, certificates of award, 
and scholarships by the States, chapters and individual members. The Walter 
Hines Page chapter of London, England, gave gold medals to two girls for 
splendid essays on Lincoln. 

The portfolio of the signatures of the Presidents has been completed. A sim- 
ilar book containing the signatures of the First Ladies hag been started; 23 
signatures, representing 14 wives, are now on display-in the Archives Room— 
the “Repository of Americana.” | 

These valuable papers need a certain processing for their preservation and 
display. Subscription to the Archives Fund will enable us to proceed with this |. 
eare of our documents. Among our treasures is a single sheet of paper carrying 
the four stanzas of “America” written in long hand by the author, Samuel | 
Smith. Our original papers, dated before 1821, are deeds, wills, even an appli- 
eation (partly in verse) to the New Hampshire Legislature to permit the chang- af 
ing of a name from Badcock to Babcock. Perhaps you will find proof of the 
service of your elusive Revolutionary ancestor in an original payroll signed by 
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164 soldiers for their service “in the army of the United States of Amarack’ 
or the month of September” 1776. Proper preservation of these fragile orig- 
als will permit them to be available for research use. 

Many States have cooperated extensively in the marking of historic sites and 
jreporting this activity to our office. 

Through the efforts of our chapter members, there were distributed through 
ublic and private schools 2,470 certificates of award and 2,777 medals for pro- 
_, ficiency in the study of American history. 

The number of gifts added to our collection of Americana totals 52, and 
$712.86 has been received for the restoration fund of the original papers. 

You all know of the Jamestown celebration now in progress. I hope many 
‘lof us will make journeys to the Cradle of Liberty country of the Plymouth 
, Plantation, Williamsburg, Jamestown, and Yorktown—to this very soil which 
Sis mixed with the mortal dust of thousands of people who perished there that 
jour Nation might be born. 

AS we will celebrate the 200th anniversary of President James Monroe this 
year, I hope all chapters will have at least one program on his administration 
ind one on his very interesting life. Over and over his famous document has 
proved to be a stroke of genius. Let us honor Monroe and his famous document 
ind while we still live under it. The Ohio Society DAR has the honor of being 
the first to pass a resolution asking for a suitable observance of this bicentennial.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN GENERAL 


Our library continues to increase in value, because of its service to members. 
and to the public and because of the ever-increasing collection of valuable 
nt, books and pamphlets. 
in} Several thousands of DAR library booklets with colored illustrations, con- 
{tributed by the previous administration, have been distributed. These give 
oy (Members, unable to visit our buildings, an idea of the beauty and value of our 

library. 

4 In July my letter to State librarians included a list of requested books; 107 
in, (Were contributed by 27 States. The District of Columbia obtained their list 
p/0£ requested books, making a record of 10 consecutive years. Massachusetts 
nj holds the same record for 3 years. 

The 19 honor roll States, having 100 percent chapter librarians are: Alabama, 
District of Columbia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Montana, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, North Carolina, 
{Ohio, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Virginia, and Wyoming. . 

Two new bookstacks costing $2,375 and a steel microfilm cabinet costing 
$399.75 were purchased. Sections of the bookstack with a name plate may be 
|purchased as memorials at $155 a section. New Jersey has taken a section 
in honor of Mrs. C. Edward Murray, honorary vice president general; Indiana 
one in honor of Mrs. Harry H. Wolf, State regent; [linois, one in honor of Mrs. 
Henry C. Warner, State regent. Iowa and New Hampshire have a section 
-\reserved. 

The National Archives has sent us 143 volumes of 1880 census records. Micro- 
films of 1880 census records of Utah and Mississippi have been made. The 
partitions in the librarian general’s office and the office in the opposite wing of 
the library have been removed, adding to the beauty of the passageway. 

Additional insurance of $233,000 has been taken on our books. 

_ Several chapters maintain bookshelves in chapter houses, lecal libraries, and 
schools: send books to historical societies, bookmobiles, hospitals, and our 
DAR schools. Many States presented bookplates. Michigan gave a photostat 
of a rare map to the map room of Library of Congress. 

Money reported contributed for books and pamphlets this year shows that 
our library receives less than one-third of money spent on library work. Re 
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_ ports show $1,214.78 spent on DAR library ; $2,838.04 on State and loeal library 
work. | 
During the year 900 books, 452 pamphlets, 86 manuscripts, and 10 microfilms

REPORT OF CURATOR GENERAL 


The year just completed reached a new peak of accomplishment in the DAR © 
museum and State rooms under the curator, Mr. Frank E. Klapthor, and his new 
assistant, Mr. Robert Cato, and Mrs. John Black, museum receptionist. | 

The redecoration of the corridors in the museum area of Memorial Continental 
Hall and the removal of all unrelated objects permit a proper setting for the 
marble busts of Martha Washington and Oliver Ellsworth. 

An oil painting, ‘‘The Capture of Major Andre,” hangs near the museum en- 
trance and a new case holds the 18-star flag. The Aubusson carpet has been 
reconditioned and a protective pad installed. New exhibits have been arranged 
in the museum proper and throughout Memorial Continental Hall. 

Museum purchases added to the collections the following items: Two Paris 
porcelain plates belonging to Charles Thompson; export porcelain jug and cover 
of exceptional decoration ; Wheildon teapot and plate of tortoise ware; rare and 
exquisite pair of Chelsea figurine candelabra; nine books purchased for museum 
reference library. 

The purchase of six exceptionally fine American Hepplewhite chairs, circa 
1780, was impossible for lack of funds. This circumstance brought into being the 
committee, Friends of the Museum, the purpose of which is to secure funds 
for just such opportunities. Our curator was able to arrange, through a generous 
donor, the gift of these chairs to the museum. 

The past year brought to the museum fund $2,725.41, art $378.55, Grandma 
Moses $515.41, Orchid Notes $6,358.10. 

The blue ribbon money award was presented to the State Society of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The blue ribbon award for number of gifts to the museum was given to the 
State Society of the District of Columbia. 

The following gifts to the museum are of special merit: 10 Paris porcelain 
cups and saucers, circa 1800-20; 18th century cape and bonnet; 3 dated 18th 
century women’s shoes; English silver resist luster milk jug, circa 1800-10; 
framed sampler dated 1829; 18th century reticule of brocade; early 19th-century 
doll in costume of the time; fragment of George Washington coffin ; 18th century 
Silver knee buckle; 18th-century punch ladle; nut bowl with silver and wood 
handle; 4 wooden chessmen of Revolutionary War association; primitive 
hunting implements, 800 B.C. ; primitive cooking items, 800 B.C. ; American silver 
tablespoon by Joseph and Nathaniel Richardson of Philadelphia; leather pocket- 
book having signatures of Eliza P. Curtis and John Parke Custis Peter; 18th- 
century needlework purse belonging to William McIntyre; a handsome American 
table of mahogany, circa 1810-20, with an elaborately carved. pedestal supported 
on 4 carved legs, and having 2 drop leaves.

REPORT OF REPORTER GENERAL TO THE SMITHSONIAN 
INSTITUTION 


By act of Congress of the United States, this organization received its charter 
n February 20, 1806. - One provision is that the reports of our activities must be 
ollected and edited and sent to the Smithsonian Institution. In this con- 
ensed, but comprehensive manner, they are the official reports to the U.S. 
Yongress. After being accepted, the report is referred to the Senate Committee 
m Printing. Mr. Paul H. Oehser, editor in chief of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, will see the booklet through the press. 
| This narrative report form has replaced the statistical form to make it more 
nteresting reading for Congressmen and others who read this publication. This 
eport to the U.S. Senate is divided into four parts: part 1, reports of the 
'pontinental Congress; part 2, resolutions adopted; part 3, report of the Na- 
‘ ional Society, Children of the American Revolution; part 4, graves of soldiers 
£ the American Revolution located from April 1, 1956, to April 1, 1957. These 
‘rave location records are filed alphabetically in the office of our historian 
reneral. These files may be examined. 

These grave locations show not all Revolutionary soldiers were buried in the 
Yriginal States. We are nomads by inheritance, and many of these soldiers 
‘Wwandered West to build their homes and rear their families far from their 
‘priginal homes, often on land granted for their service, and their bodies were 
aid to rest away from the battlegrounds they protected.

Chap- 
ter-sponsored projects are: Observance of patriotic days, History Week, Con- 
stitution Week, selling flags, books for city libraries, awards to stimulate the) 
study of history in schools. Public schoolteachers in Arkansas are not required 
to take the oath of allegiance. 

Our State society has furnished a room in the Old State House in authentic 
period furnishings which is a showplace of which we are rightly proud. We 
have just recently added an antique oriental rug to our other exquisite fur- 
nishings and will continue with the project as time goes on. The building is. 
one of three State capitol buildings in Little Rock which have been in use for 
our State government since our statehood.

Our official State organ is the Newsletter, published three 
times each year, in which State officers and chairmen give a record of the work 
qgiwith suggestions and instructions to members. 
Work with youth is emphasized. Again this year accent was put on our 
Indian program, with five adopted Indian Daughters, all of whom are in high 
school. It is hoped all will take advantage of nursing scholarships that the 
Michigan Society offers to interested Indian girls. 

A total of 160 loans were made from our student loan fund, which is established 
at 11 of our State colleges and universities; awards for essays on American his- 
ory were given; American history books were donated to school libraries; 293 
Good Citizenship awards were presented and the girls taken to State conference 
held at Grand Rapids in March; 5,400 new members were added to our Junior 
American Citizens Clubs, members of which are from all races and creeds; and 
; much work done in community service, mostly with crippled children. 

A 100-acre plot of memorial pines, costing $1,000, in cooperation with the U.S.

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REPORT OF MINNESOTA STATE REGENT 


The theme of the Minnesota Society was “Freedom is Every American’s 
Responsibility,” and so the 42 chapters of 1,864 members have endeavored to 
promote this in the welfare of our country through patriotic education. The 
main speaker at our conference was an Armenian who had been taken captive 
and held a slave. During this time he received an injury which resulted in the 
loss of a limb. He came to the United States, received education in elemen- 
tary schools, and graduated with honors from the University of Pennsylvania. 
For his address, “What Freedom Means to Me,” he had been given the George 
Washington Medal from the Freedom Foundation of Valley Forge. Another 
speaker was one of our own members who was with the first group of American @ 
women ever to tour behind the Iron Curtain in Russia. From these two people 
excellent lessons in freedom were learned. 

Minnesota’s gift to one of our schools was an equipment shed to cost $375; 
$413 was sent, with a shed in miniature, to Mr. Tyson, who honored us by 
attending our conference. Eight scholarships and $1,327 were given to schools, 
with 72 boxes of clothing valued at $1,838 and 361 books of recent copyright. 
We have a Maria Sanford State loan fund of $5,600 which is actively helping 
students. 

Aid to Indians of a scholarship to St. Mary’s and boxes of clothing were sent 
to several localities. 

A new chapter of the Children of the American Revolution was organized in 
Duluth, making four in the State. 

Music is emphasized at chapter meetings by study of histories of American 
musie and composers. 

Thirteen requested books and 643 pages of genealogical records were sent 
to the DAR library and the same records to the Minnesota Historical Library. 

A total of 3,166 inches of publicity and 96 pictures appeared in State news- 
papers. 

Our meetings include 5 minutes on national defense to keep our members 
informed on pending legislation. From a booth at the Human Rights Fair we 
distributed hundreds of pieces of patriotic and national defense literature. 

Minnesota’s main project was the amortization of the debt of $10,000 on the 
caretaker’s cottage at our Sibley House restoration. This was to take 8 years, 
but by generous gifts from the chapters and various endeavors we were able 
to pay if off in 3% years. About 15,000 children visited the museums this year. 

At our behest, our Governor issued two proclamations—one for Constitution 
Week and another designating February as American History Month. Five 
officers traveled 1,000 miles to five districts during Constitution Week to praise 7’ 
the merits of this famous document. A beautifully framed copy of the Con- 
stitution was presented to the new library building on the campus of the uni- 
versity’s branch in Duluth. 

Forty-eight high school seniors were chosen as good citizens for dependability, 
service, leadership, and patriotism. They were entertained with a tour of the 
University at Minneapolis where they enjoyed an organ recital, visited the new 7} 
Mayo Heart Hospital, and then, on to the Filter Center of the Air Observation }' 
Corps where the teenagers take duty after school hours. They were honored |} 
- guests at the conference banquet. 

We work for the “Save Minnesota Wetlands” campaign, five chapters donating 
$60 for the campaign to keep Minnesota green and free from litterbugs; and on 
soil bank, water pollution, and water problems. A new highway marker desig- 
nates our 240-acre State forest where trees are planted each year through the 
Penny Pine funds of the chapters. he 

We gave 86 flags to schools and churches, 379 copies of a tribute to the flag

REPORT OF OHIO STATE REGENT 


The Ohio Society’s 127 chapters, the past year have shown a net gain of 6 
members, making a total membership of 9,475, the fourth largest State member 
ship. There are 623 members under the age of 35, including 80 admitted th 
year. Their outstanding work has totaled 1,721 hours of volunteer servic 
promoting DAR projects. 

Money, clothing, and gifts valued at $23,429.72 were given to DAR approves 
schools. Included was $2,485.30 for scholarships. Through the State treasure 
$2,971.75 was expended for our American Indians, with $11,585.25 donated 
clothing and gifts, total $14,557. Two thousand new blankets were given, an 
105 Indian children were adopted. 

To promote good citizenship, a 2-hour test covering American history and gov 
ernment and a brief essay on the topic “The Constitution Is the Nation’s Road 
Map on the Trail of Freedom,” was given to 802 senior girls.

H This report shows an increased interest in the conservation of our natural “ 


Bsources which are so vital to our existence. Nearly 900 chapters had con- eel 
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servation programs, with 603 reported having speakers axe 259 using slide 

or films; 52 chapters used the TV program “Glimpses of the DAR in Conserv 
tion,” and many other radio and TV programs were given; 218 chapters too 
field trips to study conservation projects and 121 chapters visited former locé 
or State DAR conservation projects. , 

Nearly every State reported studying conservation legislation, with man 
members writing State or National legislators concerning it. Much intere 
was shown in water and soil conservation with many ponds and windbreak 
being established and contour planting done. Flood control and water polluts 
projects have been studied and discussed and opinion for or against expresse 
to the proper authorities. 

The papers on conservation subjects held by our national program committe 
were found to be out of date, and so an effort has been made to secure ne 
papers. Several have been submitted but more are needed. The request fe 
eolored slides on conservation projects and of noted trees has resulted in but on 
slide being sent to your chairman. It depicted the Rathbone Elm in Mariett 
Ohio, now the largest elm in the United States. 

Over 800,000 trees and seedlings were planted, most of them on private lan 
but with over 5,700 in public parks and over 2,000 along roadsides. A numbe 
of old trees have been protected and given care. At least 12,000 members fe 
the birds and other wildlife, while 51 wildlife sanctuaries received DA 
sponsorship. 

Chapters have established conservation libraries in schools, conducted essay ¢ 
poster contests, and awarded prizes. Films and slides depicting our natu 
resources and the need to preserve them have been provided to a number ¢ 
schools. Many scholarships were given to boys and girls and also to teache 
to enable them to attend conservation workshops and camps. Members 
several States have taught conservation classes in public schools, conducte 
field trips, and participated in conservation workshops. 

Quantities of literature have been distributed to chapters and members; als 
to public libraries, 4-H clubs and other groups. State chairmen have displaye 
such material at State conferences and other DAR gatherings.

We are deeply grateful for the splendid work of both State and chapter chai 
men, as well as the cooperation of the school officials. Approval for our contes 
must first be obtained from the national contest and activities committee of th 


National Association of Secondary School Principals, a department of the N 


tional Education Association. 
The qualities of service, dependability, leadership, and patriotism were aga 
used as a standard for selecting the Good Citizens. The total number of God 


Citizens was 8,236. The 2,530 chapters and the 8,236 schools participating i 
the contest were located in 48 States and the District of Columbia. The bus 


ness office mailed 9,286 certificates of award to be presented to the scho 
Good Citizens, and 7,382 Good Citizens pins were purchased by the States 
be presented to the girls. This shows a gain of pins for this year. 

The committee believes that this phase of our youth training program shou 
have 100 percent chapter cooperation. We are pleased to report that 12 Sta 
were 100 percent in chapter participation; 30 States reported an increase ov 
last year in number of schools participating in the contest. Jllinois, with 5§ 
Good Citizens, leads; Indiana is in second place with 574; Pennsylvania is thir 
with 470.

The year now concluded has been another of continuing growth and progress 


Juniors are participating in DAR work on chapter, State, and national levels 
The State chairmen report 39 chapter regents and 503 chapter officers of 
junior age. There are 941 juniors serving as chapter committee chairmen. An 
other 81 hold State offices or chairmanships, or are serving State or nationa 
committee appointments. 

Increased activity among juniors on projects strictly DAR in nature has 
been apparent. This has been in direct relationship to the enthusiasm and efforts 
of the national vice chairmen, State chairmen, and State regents in those 
areas. This report is a credit to those young women who are performing 
their duties so capably. Credit for much of the expansion of this committee’ 
work is due also to the many seniors whose encouragement and interes 
in junior membership have drawn the younger women into wider areas q 
participation in the Society. 

Again this year we have used the pages of the DAR Magazine to urge ar 
increase in membership in the age bracket 18 through 35. 

The approved schools, particularly our own two DAR schools, continue 
attract the juniors because of the opportunities for service and because the 
schools are the beneficiaries of the Helen Pouch scholarship fund, the onl 
national fund-raising project of the Junior membership committee. Contribution 
totaled $5,719.36 and it is especially encouraging to see an increased numbe 
of chapters contributing. Proceeds from the junior bazaar here at continenta 
congress, we hope will add substantially to the fund. Junior committees repo 
much interest in areas of national defense. They also have a large part in th 
operation of JAC Clubs and CAR societies.

| REPORT OF NATIONAL DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


| 

i The primary objectives of this committee are educational and serve to alert our 
Hembers to any situation which seems to hold potential danger to our Republic; 
1 3 develop interest in national affairs, and to stimulate constructive action in 
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te 


support and preservation of the Constitution of the United States of America, 
The work is directed through several avenues. 

National defense articles are included in every issue of the DAR Magazine 
and the Press Digest. 

Several releases on current issues are mailed every month—September to 
May, inclusive—to all chapter chairmen of national defense, State regents, na- 
tional officers, members of the national resolutions committee, and State speak- 
ers bureau. 

There are a number of non-DAR members among our subscribers, so the tota 
1ist is approximately 3,600. 

Hundreds of letters were received from schoolchildren, asking for patriotic 
literature. Many requests were received from Girl and Boy Scouts and their 
leaders for flags, flag codes, and other informative literature. 

Material to be used in preparation of school papers has gone to many students, 
voth on the high school and college level, also posters and patriotic literature te 
teachers for classroom use. 

A number of non-DAR members, principally men, representing all professions 
and walks of life, have been in touch with our office for information and 
literature. 

Frequent requests are received from Members of Congress, the State Depart 
ment, the several departments of the military services, and the Library o 
Congress. There have been numerous comments to the effect that this com 
mittee is considered a reliable and authoritative source of documented material. 
This prestige has been achieved during former administrations and the ie 
committee will make every effort to maintain it. 

Many calls have been received from Members of Congress for the sole purpose 
of alerting us to situations which they considered threatening to the Republic. 

Education of our youth in American citizenship is of supreme importance for 
national defense. This committee inaugurated the Good Citizenship medal as ¢ 
chapter presentation to the boy or girl who fulfills the qualifications of honor, 
service, courage, leadership, and patriotism ; 4,284 good citizenship medals were 
presented in 38 States. 

Twenty beautiful framed replicas of the Constitution of the United State 
were presented in the name of the National Society and through the respective 
State organizations, as designated by this committee following requests from 
the State regents, to Alabama, California, Connecticut, Florida, Georgia, Illinois 
Maine, Minnesota, Mississippi, New Hampshire, New Jersey, Ohio, Tennessee 
Texas, and West Virginia, and the national defense office. 

Owing to the splendid cooperation of every State chairman, reports were 
received from all States, as well as Alaska, Cuba, Hawaii, and Mexico. Thi 
proves that thousands of our members are actively participating; 1,823 chap 
ters reported 5 minutes or more devoted to national defense at every meeting 
It is vitally important that our membership be alerted to national issues; 1,178 
chapters reported national defense programs; 1,662 chapters discussed the rese 
lutions or the résumé prepared by your chairman; 22 States reported that public 
officials take an oath of loyalty to the Constitution of the United States. 

The majority of the reports indicated no knowledge as to whether public 
schoolteachers are required to take loyalty oaths, or if there is within thei 
State a committee to investigate un-American activities. Seven hundred and 
forty-six chapters reported cognizance of suversive activities in their com: 
munities or States; 1,558 chapters are watching the voting records of thei 
State and congressional representatives; 1,521 chapters are informed on the 
type of legislation their representatives sponsor. 

Only about one-tenth of the chapters reporting were aware of socialism in the 
churches. Documented evidence in our files proves that this menace is muck 
greater than reported; 1,201 chapters informed members regarding legislation 
pertinent to our resolutions; 780 chapters had tables of national defense mate 
rial at each meeting; 915 chapters had members who were reading and evaluat 
ing school textbooks; 2,132 chapters reported observing patriotic holidays; 1,33¢ 
chapters cooperated with community groups in patriotic work; 936 chapte 
reported the sponsorship of community projects, and the majority of then 
had sponsored Constitution Week. 

The following resolution (S.J. Res. 105) was adopted July 23, 1956, and signed 
into law (Public Law 915) by the President, August 2, 1956: 

“Resolved, That the President of the United States is authorized and re 
quested to designate the period beginning September 17 and ending Septembe 
23 of each year as Constitution Week, and to issue annually a proclamation in 
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iviting the people of the United States to observe such week in schools, churches, 
and other suitable places with appropriate ceremonies and activities.”

REPORT OF PROGRAM COMMITTEE 
ul) Since the filing and lending bureau of former years has become the program 
3 rommittee of the present, the scope of the service it renders has broadened. 
(Bor several years this committee has furnished outlines for chapter programs, 
land through this service the bond between the committee and the chapters has 
wrown closer. Hight-page circular letters of chapter program suggestions, to- 
it @yether with a questionnaire, were sent last spring to the State regents and State 
rhairmen in sufficient quantities to supply all the chapters of each State. The 
: ist of suggestions was based on the theme “Cherish and maintain American 
it reedom.” 
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Answers on the questionnaires disclose that the chosen theme was used by 
1,772 chapters; papers and other material obtained from the program committe 
files were used by 1,010 chapters; material from the DAR Magazine was use¢ 
by 1,750 chapters; and that 1,756 chapters have lists of the material available 
from the office of the program committee. 

Highest acclaim goes to the eastern division, with full reports from each of 
the seven States, and detailed accounts of superior quality programs accompany: 
ing every report. 

High commendation goes to the central division, with full reports from each 
of the eight States, honorable mention goes to the northern division. Fron 
the excellence of the reports it is apparent that good chapter programs are the 
rule, rather than the exception. 

Records from the program committee office show that a total of 2,326 pieces 
of material were borrowed from the program files. The questionnaires gave a 
total of 1,010 chapters that obtained program material, but the exact number 
was probably larger than that, since many chapters failed to report, and some 
reports were not complete. New papers approved by the reviewing committe 
for the files of the national program committee total 86. A great deal of prog 
ress has been made in the efforts of the reviewing committee to bring the files 0: 
the program committee up to date. . 

DAR chapter programs should be appropriate to the objectives of the Nationa 
Society, that emphasize patriotism, education, and American history.

| More flags flying, correctly displayed; distributing informative, visual mate- 
Mials; participating in school and community activities with the flag highlighted 
Vere this committee’s objectives. A 100 percent annual report was made with 
i@S States, Alaska, District of Columbia, Hawaii, reporting; 2,226 chapters or 
i0 percent reported. Arizona, District of Columbia, Hawaii, New Mexico, and 
Jtah reported 100 percent. These fine reports indicate the diligent work and 
inthusiastic cooperation of the national vice chairmen and State chairmen. 
rhe national chairman sincerely appreciates the outstanding accomplishments 
ind friendly assistance of these loyal Daughters. 

The committee’s findings are: 1,190 large flags, 21,417 smail flags, 10 State 
lags, 47,110 flag codes presented ; 782 chapters studied flag code; 1,813 chapters 
uwmave flag literature; 1,486 flag talks, 1,150 entire programs, 165 flag exhibits, 
N35 scrapbooks, 10 essay contests, 725 community activities.

REPORT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS COMMITTEE 


Covering one entire city block, our buildings form the largest group in the 
world owned exclusively by women. Much thought and care goes into the 
maintenance of this $7 million property. All repairs that can be handled by 
our maintenance men are made promptly. 

During the year our porters moved the office of the corresponding secretary 
general, rearranged the desks, files, and bookstacks in the registrar general’s§ 
office, and moved the program and credentials committees office. They removed 
two partitions in Memorial Continental Hall, refinished floors, cleaned chande- 
liers, and, during the winter season, cleaned Constitution Hall after each event. 

At the request of the museum committee, the counter near the museum 
entrance was removed. A closet in the D Street corridor was made availabley 
for this counter, which is a popular place for visitors wishing to purchase} 
picture cards or souvenirs. | 

In addition to the daily care of the buildings, we have had a number of large 
maintenance projects. The largest and most costly was the replacing of the 
large storm gutters on Constitution Hall. Owing to the extreme temperature} 
changes in the Washington climate, provision must be made for the expansion 
and contraction of our 3-foot-wide gutters. The old expansion joints, leoking 
like railroad tracks, running the length of the gutters, were of soft copper, 
which had worn out through the years. Cracks and holes had been patched. 
so many times that, in order to protect the interior of the building, replacement). 
was necessary. Following the advice of the Bureau of Standards, stainless 
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reel was used instead of copper. The steel not only covers the gutters, but 
xtends up the sides and across the top of the stone coping. Expansion will 
\{@pw be from the stone, and the lip extending over the coping top will form a 
i Heotective weather shield. New type explosive steel rivets were used, and the 
iy @atire job is as nearly permanent as is possible to make it. The slag roof 
Loy ver the former skylight was reinforced and several weak spots were repaired. 
ij @| Other improvements include the painting of the exterior window frames of 
in) @re administration buiiding, the redecorating of the president general’s office, 
at: nd the painting of three other offices. The high partition around the telephone 
sy vitchboard in the D street entrance was replaced with a lower type counter 
ita hclosure, and a much needed additional storage closet was built for the business 
fice. 
|\In November the grounds on the C Street side of the buildings were land- 
raped. Legustrum, azaleas, spreading and upright yews were planted in the 
st phase of an overall 3-year landscaping plan. 
| For the first time since the close of World War II, the corridors and stair 
fells of Memorial Continental Hall were painted. The ornamental plaster in 
me ceiling was highlighted with gold, giving a very pleasing effect. The walls 
} two second-floor restrooms also were painted. The basement was painted by 
dr maintenance man. 
|The executive committee authorized the purchase of six aluminum windows 
» replace the rotting windows in the banquet hall and pantry. We have also 
»tained estimates for the remodeling of the clerks’ kitchen. 
| Constitution Hall has had a full season with approximately 165 lectures, 
jeetings, and musical events. Important occasions were the inaugural con- 
prt attended by Vice President and Mrs. Richard Nixon and the Hungarian 
lelief Benefit for which the society donated $500 in the form of one night’s 
of Constitution Hall. The president general’s reception room has been 
farranged and a beautiful large mirror, presented to the society by the Mis- 
puri State Society in honor of our president general, has been hung. 
| Two matters involving the District of Columbia government have been re- 
plved in our favor. Since December 1952 we have been requesting the District 
jovernment Electrical Department for better lighting around Constitution 
jall. New mercury vapor lights have now been installed, adding greatly to 
fe convenience and protection of our patrons. The other matter regarding a 
istrict regulation which authorized the Police Department to charge for the 
Mirvice of policemen directing traffic near profit-making places of entertain- 
lent. We had not requested this service and declined to pay, but finally paid 
hder protest on the basis that the society was not a profit making organization. 
‘ne Commissioners ruled on November 8, 1956, that in the future we would not 
inve to pay for this service.

Sine 
then he has made many other films on religious themes. The reason for this wa 
answered by Mr. DeMille in an interview at which I happened to be present 
He said that he feels deeply that man’s discovery of God is the most wonderfu 
story ever told, and I think, personally, that the story of Moses is perhaps th 
greatest of all these stories. 

Moses, in a very real sense, invented freedom. This is why, finally, the words 
that many Americans think the most eloquent of all that have been spoken ant 
written in our own search for freedom in our Revolution, those engraved 0 
the rim of the Liberty Bell that hangs in Independence Hall in Philadelphia 
those words are the last words Moses spoke on earth to his people as the 
crossed over Jordan into their final liberty and he climbed Mount Nebo to dea 
and immortality. Those words are, I think, the best with which I can leay 
you: 

“Go, proclaim liberty throughout all the lands unto all the inhabitants thereof.

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL SOCIETY, CHILDREN OF THE AMERICA 
REVOLUTION 


Organized in Washington April 5, 1895, the National Society, Children of t 
American Revolution was incorporated under the laws of the District of Colun 
bia on April 11, 1895, and by such incorporation the headquarters or chief offi 
of said National Society was fixed in the city of Washington, District of Colum 
bia. Reincorporation was under the laws of the District of Columbia, April | 
1919, with perpetual incorporation. Copy of the certificate of incorporation | 
the National Society, Children of the American Revolution as filed in the Offi 
of the Recorder of Deeds, District of Columbia, reads: “In order that the yout 
of America may know more of the country, from its formation, and grow up int 
good citizens, with a love for and an understanding of the principles and ins 
tutions of their ancestors, Harriet Mulford Lothrop, Mary Parke Foster, 
Violet Blair Janin file in the office of the Recorder of Deeds of the District 
Columbia, to be by him recorded, this Certificate of Incorporation setting fo: 
as follows, viz: 

“First, the name of such Society shall be known in law as, The Nation 
Society, Children of the American Revolution. 

“Second, the term for which the said Society is organized is perpetual. - — 

“Third, the object of the Society is to acquire knowledge of American Histo 
and to understand and love the country better and to engage in all patriotic wo: 
that will help to that end. To love and save the places made sacred by tk 
American men and women who forwarded American Independence: To find o 
and honor the lives of children and youth of the colonies and of the Americé 
Revolution, to promote the celebration of all patriotic anniversaries; to place 
copy of the Declaration of Independence and other patriotic documents in ever 
place appropriate for them; and to hold the American flag sacred over all oth 
flags on earth; to love, uphold, and extend the institutions of American liber 
and patriotism and the principles that made and saved the country. 

“Fourth. That the number of trustees shall be three consisting of the incorp 
rators, Harriet Mulford Lothrop of Massachusetts, Mary Parke Foster ar 
Violet Blair Janin of the District of Columbia, who shall have power to f 
vacancies in their own body. ty 

This certificate remains in intent today, 1958, although the years of progre 
have kept pace with the growing membership and their accomplishments. 
revision of the bylaws was promulgated by Mrs. George W. S. Musgrave ar 
her committee appointed by the senior national president at the 1956 nation 
convention instructed to present their work at the 1957 national convention fo8) 
the consideration of the national board of management. 

The member officers are designated as national officers by vote of the nation 
board having dropped the word “junior” before the title of officer, and ft 
word “senior” has been added to the titles of the senior (leaders) officers. 

There is no change in the relationship of the CAR members and their seni: 
leaders thereby continuing the directorship of the organization in the seni 
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itional board as envisioned and intended by the founder and the incorporators. 
fe guidance of the seniors has been and continues to be directed to develop- 
ent of leadership and encouraging initiative at all times among the mem- 
brship. 

|This change in designation became effective upon adjournment of the Board

The national librarian curator, during the year from April 1956 to April 1957 
gave particular attention to the improvement of the appearance of the museum 
with the result two additional cases were added to assist in displaying the acqui- 
sitions. All the cases with two exceptions were provided with bright new shelf 
coverings and many of the displays were arranged to better advantage for the 
visiting schoolchildren groups. 

Gifts for the museum were many and varied during the period, and included 
an old heirloom hand-woven coverlet (1820-40), a paisley blue-and-white shawl 
(1836), a 1797 sampler, a child’s hair ring in a pewter box (circa 1830), an ol¢ 
root hammer used in making shoes and a child’s wooden shoe mold, some square 
cut spikes and handmade nails, an old door latch (late 1700’s), a round snuff 
box of pressed paper and pewter, old buttons prior to 1830, an early 1830 hand: 
made sheep bell, a tea set of white porcelain, and many other items. The 
Indian collection was increased by the receipt of a small black cooking pit of 
Pueblo II culture, two dart points of the gypsum cave type, three stone hammers 
of Pueblo II culture, and many other similar items. . 

The library received two books written by the National Society’s founder 
Mrs. Lothrop, under the pen name of Margaret Sidney, William Cobbett’s (1831) 
“Advice to Young Men, and (incidentally) to Young Women, in the Middle ané 
Higher Ranks of Life,” a Pathfinder Railway Guide for the New England States 
dated March 1856, “The Life and Character of Stephen Decatur,” with the 1821 
Navy Register given in the addenda, “Jefferson’s Letters” arranged by William 
Whitman, a New Pngland Primer (1836), ‘“‘Pilgrim’s Progress” (1825), an olé 
court order issued September 14, 1754, two post road letters (1831 and 1833), 
and several old schoolbooks, including an 1829 Noah Webster spelling book, “Th 
Child’s Instructor” (1837), “The Psalms of David,” by Rev. Isaac Watts, ‘‘Wash- 
ington’s Political Legacies” (1800), ‘“‘The History of George Washington” (1826), 
and many others. 

AS a member of the Yorktown Day Association, the Old Cannon Ball Society 
-of Norfolk, Va., presented a historical skit narrated, by Lawrence King, entitled
